Thos. B. Reed, the lender of the Re- 


publican minority in the House, and 
the neit Speaker providing the Kepnb- 
licaus are in the majority in the cait 
House, was renominated by the Repub- 
licans ot Portland on Friday last. Mr. 
Beed addressed the 
Convention at 


length. 
Referring to the fisheries he 


denounced the Morrison bill. The Ad- 
ministration and the Departments ha 
referred to it in the following terms: 
'The Secretary of State lias managed 
the fishery question on so broad au 
international scale that we are still in 
the clonds. You, who know the close 
knowledge Mr. Elaine had of these 
affairs, can judge what condition he 
would have had these things in by this 
time. 
The Secretary of War has so 


skillfully presided over the destinies of 
this unfortified country that during all 
these troublous times there has been no 
strike of the Department clerks. 
The 


Secretary of the Navy, empewered fif- 
teen mouths tigo by the Republicans of 
the last Congress, assisted by a minority 
of Democrats, to bnild foot war ships, 
has tbns far uot yet com pitted even the 
specifications or plans of one of them. 
Two years are liable tu elapse before a 
stroke of work can be done on any of 
them. It is true that he tried to break 
down the Dolphin, but as he did not 
succeed I cannot put that down on the 
list of his »chievements. The Post- 
master General has refused "American 
shipping the encouragement voted it by 
the two Houses of Congress.

The result of the election in Oregon 


is a disappointment to Republicans, al- 
thougli the Congressman was re-elected. 
The Stute ticket is equally divided be- 
tween the two parties. The defeated 
Republican were identified with tho 
management of State affairs which had 
become odious to the independent Re- 
publican?, und particularly to those who 
opposed Mitchell as United States Sen- 
ator, and is one of the signs of the times 
that the corporations and money powers 
can not always fly in the face of the 
people, and foiit their cr'eatures into of- 
fioe, in eipress disregard of public sen- 
timeni. The managers of the Republi- 
can party in Kevada should take warn- 
ing by the Oregon lesion. The lower 
house of tha Oregon Legislature is 
Democratic, but the Senile remains Re- 
publican. This Legislature does not 
elect 11 United States Senator. As the 
Governor, Secretary of State nnd Treas 
urer constitute a State Board for the 
government of all institutions, the Dem 
ocrats will have control of tho State for 
the next four jeiirs.

THE BERATE AROTOtEI>. 


It Pastes a BUI IMreeiPd at Balliwiui 


Attorney! 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—The Senate 


to-day took a stand, by a big majority, 
against a practice which has brought 
down on that body the severest criti- 
cism. The ablest lawyers in the Senat* 
hare been in demand to appear btforn 
tha Supreme Court m Lohalf of railroad 
corporations. The big fees for such 


ork have invariably fallen to the mem- 


bers ol the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
who have in charge all bills that touch 
the vital parts of the subsidized rail- 
roads, and they have been especially 
conspicuous in the Supreme Court in 
behalf of railroads aided by the GOT- 
ernment. Some time ago Beck intro- 
duced the following bill: 


Be it enacted, etc.. That it shall be 


unlawful for Any member of either 
House of Congress to accept employ- 
ment as an attorney-at-law, or payment 
for services of any kind, Irom any rail- 


'ay company, or auy officer or agent 


thereof; which obtained its charter, nny 
grant of lands or pecuniary aid from 
the United States. And any person who 
violates this provision shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be fined in any snm not exceeding 
$5,000 and imprisoned for not more 
than one year, at the discretion of the 
court. 


When this bill was introduced it was 


not referred to any committee, bnt was 
laid on the table, to be called up at any 
time. This morning Beck called up hia 
bill. Edmunds was in his seat, reading 
• newspaper, and Evarts was sitting 
beside him. Edmunds at onee moved 
that tha bill be referred to the Judiciary 
Committee, of which he is Chairman, 
but Beck said the bill embodied a simple 
proposition, which conld be voted upon 
at once. He objected to its going to a 
committee, where it would be killed. 
Edmunds then suggested that the bill 
be sent to the Committee on Finance, 
but Beck would not consent to his bill 
running the risk of going to any com- 
mittee. When Edmunds found that he 
could not have it referred by the con- 
sent of Beck to any committee, he in- 
sisted on his motion to refer it to the 
Committee on the Judiciary. 
Beck de- 


manded the vote on reference by ayes 
and noes, which was taken. It was n 
close contest, the Republicans voting 
for reference, and the Democrats for im- 
mediate consideration. The vote stood 
21 for referring it, and 24 against. Beck 
then demanded an immediate vote on 
the bill, which was taken by ayes and 
noe». The bill was carried by tbe 
strong and positive vote of 37 for it and 
11 against it. The following is the vote:

con, Riddleberger, Sawyer, Sewell and 
Teller—11. 


It was thought that the bill would be 


sent to the House at once, where it was 
believed that it wonld go through with 
out doubt, bat lutn in the afternoon 
Hawley, who voted for the bill, gave 
notice that be wonld move to reconsider 
it. This hangs it up antil Hawley asks 
for its consideration, and it does not go 
to the House until after that. The law- 
yers in the Senate, who spend much ol 
their time in tbe Supreme Court, will 
now exercise all their ingennity to stifle 
the bill, but Beck is a well-trained par- 
liamentarian and he will doubtless en- 
deavor to put the blame conspicuously 
on the little set of men who will now 
try to kill the measure.
